Co-operative marketing -has been 
discussed from many angles for 
several years but it is only in these 
last two years that ady material 
benefit has taken place. The Wheat 
Pool, which was organized in 1923, 
und which has been operating s0 
éfliciently since, has demonstrated 
the value of commodity pool or- 
sanization. The demand has been 
persistent for 2 commodity pool or- 
ganization for the handling of the 
Dairy commodity. Thus a pro- 
visional Buard has been established 
to work out the proposition. 

The campuign has just commenc- 
ed for the signing up of the volume 
necessary before the Dairy Pool be- 
comes operative. The volume is 
upproximately six million pounds 
of butterfat. It is realized quite 
well that this is the minimum that 
can be worked with effectively.

4, The Association may gel! out- 
right the voluinn signed up to the 
organization to the company or 
companies giving the highest price 
for the raw product. This scheme 
would only be carrying the system 
of co-operation part way. 

We find that from experiences 
at co-operative creameries such as 
Viking, Wetaskiwin, Sedgwick, Del- 
burne, ete., that from 1%c. to 3c. 
a pound bonus was paid last year 
to their patrons. 


By co-ordinating the efforts of 
the four districts mentioned and
